‘Details are now availat . cue 
counter-attacks made by German lorry- 
borns infantry, i ee by all 
remaining German tanks, on December 
13, 14 and 15. The brunt of three 
counter-attacks, which were delivered 
with the greatest determination, was 
borne by the Fouth Indian Division in 
tlie centre of our line. Although the 
Germans had temporarily established 
considerable local numerical superiority 
in the area held by the Fouth Indian 
Division, the latter formation beat off 
attack after attack without giving 
ground. Indeed, during three days and 
nights of intense fighting, in which all 
available German Air Forces were also 
employed in close support of their 
tanks and lorried infantry, the divi- 
sion and, particularly in the last two 
days, the Fifth Indian Infantry 
Brigade actually made headway. 

“Ably backed up by battalions of 
the 4th Sikh Regiment and Ist Fanjab 
Kegiment, who had already distin- 
guished themselves on many previous 
occasions, The Buffs, admirably sup- 
sorted by the 21st Field Regiment 
R.A., played the decisive part in 
finally defeating these German counter- 
attacks, in which about twenty German 
tanks and a number of Axis aircraft 
were destroyed. 

‘In the course of Wednesday's re- 
treat by the enemy our armoured 
forces operating to the flank and rear 
attacked and destroyed a number of 
columns of ‘mechanical transport, in- 
cluding four German tanks. Through- 
out Welnseiay’s operations our Air 
Forces actively co-operated by inten- 
sive bombing of enemy transport 
columns, obtaining excellent results, 
particularly on a large concentration of 
mechanical transport at Mekili, where 
many vehicles were observed to be on 
fire. Other air formations successfully 
engaged, detachments moving west- 
wards along the coastal roads from 
Derna.’’—(P.A.) 


COUNTER-ATTACKS 


BROKEN 


A Reuter telegram from Cairo last 
night reporting states that the Axis 
forces were defeated in a fierce battle, 
which raged for five days, in the Alem 
Hamza area, south of Gazala. All 
their resources were flung into this 
battle in a last tremendous effort to 
stem the advance of General Ritchie’s 
8th Army, and hold on until reinforce- 
ments can arrive, but Imperial 
armoured forces and lorry-borne in- 
fantry have everywhere broken the 
Axis front. : 

To-day, says the report, the rem- 
nants of General Rommel’s two Panzer 
divisions, one German infantry dive 
sion and three Italian infantry divi- 
sions, are on the run. Last night they 
had already fallen hack some thirty 
miles. The main body of British in- 
fantry had reached the general line 
of the road which links Tmimi, twenty 
miles west of Gazala, to Mekili, al- 
most due south of Derna. Attacked 
from front, flank and rear, the Axis 
broke and ‘scattered in several direc- 
tions. 

The two main bodies made for the 
areas round Derna and Mekili, where 
their mechanical transport columns 
were sought out and heavily pounded 
by the R.A.F. Further west still, 
Axis detachments were sighted mov- 
ing westwards along the coastal roads 
from Derna.

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GREAT STAND 


A German artillery Captain, Com- 
mander of an anti-tank batter broad- 
casting on his exploits in Libya over 
the Norwegian radio, said: “Our tanks 
were so helpless.’? Once he received 
an 8.0.8. from a Panzer column which 
had been badly handled by superior 
enemy forces and was in a rather bad 
position. Never before had we expe- 
rienced such heavy artillery fire as the 
barrage put up in the desert. Our 
most amazing experience was when 
the enemy attacked suddenly from all 
sides and came, apparently, from 
nowhere. 

“ They attacked fiercely with waves 
of tanks. For three days they launched 
as Many as six or more attacks every 
day. The fighting raged at such speed 
that we never knew where the enemy 
was or from which side he would 
attack us. Far and wide the landscape 
was filled with blazing tanks and 
vehicles.”’ 

He claimed that in the first ten days 
of the battle his battery hit 64 British 
tanks and put five or six planes out of 
action, but added: ‘‘I cannot say this 
for certain, as I have no exact con- 
firmation of our exploits.’’—(Asso- 
ciated Press.) 


U-BOAT’S EXPERIENCE

“The naval base at Brest was again 
heavily attacked in daylight oy by 
a powerful force of Stirlings, Halifax 
and Manchester bombers, strongly 
escorted by fighters,’ said yesterday's 
British Air Ministry communiqué.

TRADE AT DUBLIN PORT 
DECLINES 


RATES INCREASED ALL 
ROUND 


Tonnage and cargo rates at Dublin 
Port will be increased from February 
15th, 1942. 

At a special meeting of the Port 
and Docks Board yesterday the faol- 
lowing changes in 1ates were adopted : 
Tonnage rates on vessels from foreign 
ports will be increased from ls. 1d. 
per ton to 1s, 84d. per ton; the tonnage 
rate on vesseis from cross-Channe] and 
Irish ports will be increased from 9d. 
per ton to Is. ld. per toa; cargo rates 
will undergo an increase of 354 per 
cent.. and the charges on vessels lying- 
up in the port for more than six weeks 
will be increased from 14d. per ton 
per week to 2d. 

The rates increases, which follow a 
decline in the trade of the port, con- 
sequent on abnorma, conditions, are 
effected by \irtue of the power to vary 
rates conferred on the Board by the 
Dublin Port and Docks Acts and the 
Barbour Rates (Port of Dublin) Order 
which was made by the Minister of 
Industry and Commerce last week.

Violent attacks in the Donetz basin 
by “wave after wave” of Russian 
troops are admitted by the Germans, 
who have abandoned certain places in 
this area, and Moscow reports fierce 
“oe in which the Germans are 
suffering heavy losses as they retreat 
to the west. 

These battles complete a long 
Russian offensive line from North 
Russia to the South; where the Donetz 
advance is matched by the continued 
Russian pursuit of Marshal Von 
Kleist’s armies along the shores of the 
Sea of Azov. 

After the destruction of the German 
salients, north and south of the capital, 
heavy fighting still rages west of Istra, 
on the road to Vololaiaands, north-west 
of Moscow. After the capture of 
Shchekino, in which the famous 
German 296th (Deer’s Head) Division 
was smashed in two days’ fighting, the 
Russians are still advancing south of 
Tula—a success which, allied to the 
thrust towards Rzhev, following the 
collapse at Kalinin,. threatens the 
German armies with encirclement, or 
with the need for still greater with- 
drawal. 

‘The Germans are retreating south- 
wards, with the Russians in pursuit, 
following the recapture of Shchekino, 
south of Tula,” says a Pravda war 
correspondent. “In two days of 
violent engagements preceding the fall 
of this town, the German 296th 
(‘‘Deer’s Head”) Infantry Division 
was smashed. When Soviet troops, 
under Trubnikov, broke into Shchekino 
vesterday morning 300 Germans were 
xilled in hand-to-hand fighting.” 

The Germans are retreating also on 
the Donetz front, South Russia. savs 
Moscow radio, reporting that on Tues- 
day one Soviet unit ‘‘ annihilated ” 
1,100 Germans and ‘‘cleared the enem) 
from over 30 villages.’’ 

The Germans try to avoid battle, 

and for the last two days the Russians 
have continued to pursues them, a Tass 
correspondent said. 
* Engagements are being fought with 
German units falling back westwards, 
north of the Sea of Azov. They are 
reported to be taking the local popula- 
tion with them.” One Soviet unit has 
occupied a station of great strategic 
importance in the face of stubborn re- 
sistance. 

According to incomplete figures, 
Soviet troops captured 53 guns, 11 
trench mortars and 15 guns in one 
sector, where between December 1 and 
13 the Germans lost 3,200 men killed. 
Soviet airmen have. in the last ten 
days, killed about 7,000 German officers 
and men and destroyed 36 aircraft in 
air combat and 27 on the ground. 
Thev have also destroyed 67 tanks, 
1,876 lorries carrying supplies, 17 
petrol tanks and large quantities of 
guns and other war equipment.— 
(Reuter). 

Fierce fighting is in progress west 
of Istra on the road to Volokolamsk, 
west-north-west of Moscow, says a 
Stockholm despatch quoted by a Vichy 
telegram. The temperature is as much 
as 40 degrees below zero centigrade 
(72 degrees of frost Fahrenheit). 

In the Leningrad area the Russians 
are exérting pressure from three direc- 
tions on Schusselburg, the ancient 
fortress at the south-west corner of 
Lake Ladoga.

DEATH OF BRITISH 
OPPOSITION LEADER 


ONE OF LABOUR’S 
INTELLECTUALS 


Mr. H. B. Lees-Smith, leader of the 
Opposition, and Acting Chairman of 
the British Parliamentary. Labour 
Party, died at his London home, aged 
63. He had had asthma for some years, 
but was in the House last week. He 
had been described as one of Labour's 
intellectuals. He was a Fellow of 
Queen’s College, Oxford: a professor 
of economics, and one of the foundess 
of Ruskin College. 

Mr. Lees-Smith, who sat for 
Keighley, Yorks, was originally Libera] 
member for Northampton from 1910 to 
1918. In 1919 he joined the Labour 
Party, and was first elected as Labour 
M.P. in 1922. 

Mr. Lees-Smith was appointed Act- 
ing Chairman of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party in May, 1940, Mr. Attlee 
having been called into the Govern- 
ment, and he became leader of the 
Labour ‘‘shadow’’ Opposition. The 
death will cause a by-election at 
Keighley. Figures in the last general 
election in 1935 were:—H. B. Lees- 
|Smith (Labour), 20,124; Major G. 8. 
Harvie-Watt (Conservative), 19,756.

DEVEREUX 


MURDER CHARGE 
TRIAL FIXED FOR 
JANUARY NEXT 


Michagl Walsh, Kilmacow, Co. Kilkenny, 
will be tried for the murder of Michael 
Devereux on Monday, January 5. This date 
was fixed by the Special Criminal Ceit at 
Collins’ Barracks yesterday. Waish, it 
will be remembered, refused to give evi- 
dence some days ago when George Plant, of 
Johnstown, Fethard, Co. Tipperary, was 


charged with the murder. 

Mr. G. D. Murnaghan, who, instructed by 
Mr. J. A. Geary, Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office. prosecuted, said that on December 
10 Walsh had been charged with being an 
accessory before the fact in the murder of 
Deverenx, and the Attorney-General now 
directed that he be charged as a principal 
in the murder—the difference being one of 
form rather than of substance. 

The Court assigned Mr. Sean MacBride as 
counsel and Mr. McGonagle as solicitor. 

When Mr. MacBride said that there was 
another man charged with the same offence, 


and asked the Court for a separate trial, 

Mr. Murnaghan said that it was not pro- 

posed to try the two men together. 
Mr. MacBride gave notice that he would, 


at the trial of Walsh, submit that the Court 
could not try the accused on an indictabic 
charge on a summary manner and that un- 
less depositions or sworn informations bad 
been taken he would have to appiy for an 
adjournment of the trial,

The Turning Tide 


The people of the British Commonwealth 
have suffered grievous disappointments of 
late. When, some weeks ago, the Eighth 
Army in the Western Desert started an 
offensive against General Rommel’s re- 
doubtable Afrikakorps, the British people 
‘were encouraged to believe, or at least to 
hope, that they were about to witness a 
repetition of General Wavell’s exploit of 
twelve months back, when the Italian 
army was driven out of Cyrenaica within 
a few weeks. Mr. Winston Churchill him- 
self announced that, for the first time, 
British troops were about to meet the 
Germans on something like level terms. 
At last a British fighting force had been 
equipped thoroughly with all the most 
modern engines of war; in the air it had 
been provided with more than adequate 
protection, while it also had been assured 
of the active co-operation of the Royal 
Navy operating along the North African 
coast. The offensive began with a spec- 
tacular success; but it had not been long 
in progress until it became evident that 
the British High Command had made some 
serious miscalculations. General Rommel’s 
armoured divisions were far stronger than 
anybody had anticipated. - Furthermore, 
their organisation in respect of repairs and 
the reconditioning of tanks was far 
superior to the British, with the result 
that, tank for tank, the German forces 
were able not only to hold their own, but 
actually to gain important tactical advan- 
tages against their opponents. The British 
authorities rapidly realised that some- 
thing must be done to readjust the situa- 
tion ; for there seemed to be a danger for 
a time that the eagerly expected victory 
might be turned into a dramatic and 
disastrous defeat. General Cunningham, 
who had been conducting the offensive 
under the superior orders of General 
Auchinleck, was relieved of his command, 
and replaced by a comparatively junior 
officer in the person of Major-General 
Ritchie, who lost no time in bringing a 
certain element of order into the confused 
coridition of affairs that had been created 
by the failure of the Eighth Army to 
follow up its initial successes. Terrible 
losses were suffered by the Imperial 
forces. The South Africans, in particular, 
underwent a fearful ordeal, which was 
shared to a less drastic extent by the 
English county regiments, the New 
Zealanders, and the Indians. General 
Rommel, who has no superior as a director 
of mechanised warfare, exhausted every 
device of skilful generalship in his efforts 
not alone to escape the destruction 
of the German Afrikakorps, with its 
Italian auxiliaries, but also to inflict the 
maximum amount of damage on the 
opposing army. 

The German commander realised from 
the outset that, unless he could deliver a 
‘knock-out ” blow at an early stage, the 
superior resources of the British and the 
variety of their communications eventually 
must lead to his downfall. How closely 
he went to his object remains to be told; 
but there seems to be small doubt now 
that he has been compelled to admit defeat, 
not, let it be admitted, because he or his 
men failed in any way to do what had 
been expected of them, but simply because 
the British, after their initial blunders, 
refused to be discouraged and retained the 
initiative even at a heavy cost. According 
to yesterday’s bulletins from Cairo, the 
German and Italian forces, having made 
a desperate bid for victory, now are in 
“full retreat.’’ Their front has been 
broken everywhere, and on Wednesday the 
British army advanced thirty miles in 
spite of execrable weather. Last evening 
the main body of the British infantry 
had reached the general line—Tmimi- 
Mekili; and, presumably, the more mobile 
armoured forces had made even further 
progress. Apparently, General Rommel’s 
army consists of two Panzer divisions, 
with one German and two Italian infantry 
divisions. The Italian ‘‘ Ariete”’ division 
of tanks has not been mentioned in the 
recent communiqués; but it is known that 
it suffered heavy losses in the region of 
Sidi Rezegh a fortnight ago, and, possibly, 
its remaining tanks have been attacked to 
the German divisions. The British spokes- 
men from the beginning made it clear that 
General Auchinleck’s object, when the 
offensive was launched, was not so much 
to gain ground in Libya as to destroy the 
German and Italian forces. If and when 
General Rommel’s armoured divisions have 
been put out of action in the Western 
Desert, the campaign in Cyrenaica will be 
virtually at an end; but it is not yet 
certain whether or not some of the German 
armoured units have escaped towards the 
West. There is no evidence to suggest 
that the ‘‘ Axis’’ forces have been routed, 
or that further fighting is not to be 
expected on a substantial scale. On the 
other hand, the British at last are ad- 
vancing at a steady pace. The thorough- 
ness of General Ritchie’s methods has 
gained its reward; and, although there 
have been fearful losses in the ranks of 
the Eighth Army, the goal towards which 
the British offensive was directed would 
seem to be almost in sight. 
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Home from Home 


Many of the principal hotels of Ireland, 
in city and country alike, announce that 
they are ‘‘ booked out” for Christmas. 
Every private room has its appointed 
occupant, every dancing floor and dining 
table its company. This news is half- 
pleasant, half-saddening. It implies, no 
doubt, that an unusually great proportion 
of ~eople in Ireland, as well as in belli- 
gerent lands, must spend the family feast 
far from the family home. That day on 
which families always seek re-union, and 
an empty chair seems an enormity, will 
be a day of regrets, bf maimed rites, of 
half-regretful merry-making. Every house- 
hold has one or more member who is 
serving his country in strange places; for 
the young men of Ireland, as well as those 
of the lands where actual war is raging, 
must be at the post of honour. Civil 


beet} workers are moved far irom their secus- 


,tomed. places, Wives as well as husbands 
are torn from the children, and the little 
ones are denied those joys which for most 
of us make Christmas so rich in domestic 
memories. That is the sad side of the 
balance. On the other, we may find some 
comfort in the thought that Christmas, 
the family feast, is also named the Feast 
of Friends. Those who foregather in the 
hotels will be bound together by the 
universal resolve to put a brave face on 
the troubles of the time. The hotel 
gatherings will be no mere hosting of 
Bohemians, but meetings of folk in a like 
plight, all determined to make up to one 
another for the things that are lost. There 
will be a new cordiality in the greetings, 
the songs, the mirth. Thanks to that 
strange agency, which has made so much 
history good and bad, the radio, all men 
will be gathered as to one focus, when 
the news is spoken or Christmas music 
played, and all will listen to the same 
words or melody, will share the same hopes 
and fears and pleasures, as if_, whole 
nations were welded into great families, 
responding to the same thoughts. Our 
Irish hotels have made such admirable 
progress in recent years, as to their service 
and accommodation, that these half-public, 
half-<domestic, re-unions will be more 
comfortable than that exile in hotels 
which a few among us were obliged to 
suffer in former times. Those who spend 
Christmas at our seaside towns, or in our 
cities, within hotel walls, will find that 
a home from home is no misnomer now. 
They will make the best of the fortunes 
of the time, and will not be unhappy. As 
we think of the state of the nations, of 
the upheaval of society, the emptied homes 
and the crowded places of public enter- 
tainment, we cannot fail to remember that 
all this has happened before. There was 
another Christmastide at which the inns 
were full, and certain Travellers were 
turned from the doors of many; when 
Peace went through the streets of the city, 
seeking shelter from a dark and cruel 
world, that knew not the hour of its 
Visitation. 


Waste Metal 


The Irish nation frequently is accused 
of a lack in public spirit on the grounds 
that its response to national campaigns— 
as, for example, the waste-paper campaign 
—is not particularly enthusiastic, and only 
too often one hears the English being 
held up as paragons in this respect. 
A recent report in the Daily Telegraph 
should, however, serve to dispel such a 
notion. The report deals with the 
recent campaign in Great Britain to 
collect as much waste metal as possible, 
and the original scheme was to send 
collectors all over the country to remove 
waste metal in any form from business 
premises, public parks, private houses, and 
even theatres and public conveniences, as 
well as old tram tracks and all the more 
usual types of waste metal. According to 
the report, it seems that the authoritiés 
are not having it all their own way in 
the matter; for, apart from the general 
antipathy to the plan, several responsible 
members of society have proved actively 
antagonistic. We read of one gentleman, 
a London borough surveyor, who inter- 
viewed an official from the Ministry of 
Works and Buildings with a revolver 
lying on his desk, which, he announced 
in no uncertain voice, was to be used on 
anybody who attempted to remove his 
railings. The officidl was, however, 
unmoved by this little scene, and before 
long the workmen arrived to remove the 
railings. They found, much to their 
surprise and horror, that this reluctant 
surveyor had even gone so far as to 
have his railings wired to the electric 
mains, so that they could be electrified at 
any time; but fortunately, for some reason 
or another, he had omitted to switch on 
the current. This gentleman is not 
altogether an exception. He was, ad- 
mittedly, a trifle more extreme than the 
others; but all over the country there are 
people who object in the strongest terms 
to what they consider to be an unjust 
violation of their rights. So serious is the 
obstruction created by them that compul- 
sory powers have been granted to the 
Ministry of Works and Buildings, which 
means that they will be able to remove 
railings or any other metal fittings without 
permission and regardless of objections. 
Naturally, they will not decide to remove 
anything which is performing an essential 
function; but it is a sorry reflection on 
the public spirit of the nation that in 
time of war they have to be forced to 
relinquish a few old iron railings.

“Right Hon.” 


Arising out of a discussion of the correct 
way of describing the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, a debate in which it was im- 
possible to obtain unanimity developed in 
this office yesterday on the question of 
who has, and who has not, the right to 
use the prefixes “ Hon.” and “ Right 
Hon.” To clear up a doubt which existed 
in some minds—though not my own, I 
affirm with all modesty—I consulted 
Debrett and other authorities. 

, rs are entitled to be described as 
“The Right Honourable,' So are members 
of the Privy Council, Lord Chief Justices 
and Lord Justices of Appeal, and the 
Lords Mayors of certain cities, including 
Dublin and Belfast; but nobody else. 
““Hon.” is for the sons of peers, except 
that the eldest sons of dukes, marquesses 
and earls are addressed as though they 
were peers and the younger sons of dukes 
and marquesses as “ Lord,” but not “ The 
Lord.” Judges of the High Court also 
are entitled to the superscription “ Hon.,’’ 
as are also Members of Government or 
Executive Councils in India and the 
Colonies. 

On American uses of “Hon.” I have 
no official or authoritative information. 
Whether, indeed, there are rules, or 
merely a catch-as-catch-can system, I do 
not know. 


Healthy War-woth 


One good thut has emerged from the 
war—even in non-belligerent countries like 
our own—is the improved health of those 
In active services, such as the Army, 
L.D.F. and L.S.F. Manceuvres, marches, 
counter-marches and all-night patrol work 
may be wearisome at the beginning, but 
the ultimate result is that which money 
cannot buy. 

A friend of mine who has been in the 
L.D.F. since its inception met me the 
other day after ten evenings of revolver 
practice. ‘‘ Next time,” he said, “DTI 
plug my ears with cotton wool.” He was 
still suffering from ear-ache, but never 
have I seen him looking younger.

The announcers of the B.B.C. have been

Evidence of prevailing criticism may be 
noted in the current issue of The Spectator, 
a staff writer stating: “ Most of the 
announcers’ voices are pleasant in tone 
and delivery, but why do so many of them 
rhyme ‘combat’ with ‘wombat’?

GALWAY BLAZERS 


December 12th—Dartfield, in the Lough 
rea country. There is a scarcity of foxes 
in this country, and the only fox found 
during the day was in Hollyhill gorse. 
Leaving on the east side, he ran for Gorty- 
madden, and, on a sticky scent, defeated 
hounds as he headed for Rathmore.  De- 
cember 15th—Moorpark cross-roads, where 
a large field. including visitors from the 
North, met the Master.
